The Child’s Needs

The need for affection rather ob- 
should be.

The child 
not only wants feel that loved and 
wanted but there also strong desire 
contribute something the world. When 
such contribution made wants 
recognized. knows that cannot 
everything but does feel that can 
something and wants chance 
show what can do. 
real person, with rights and obligations 
his own. This feeling extremely neces- 
sary establishing the proper amount 
self-esteem built throughout life. 

The importance proper self-esteem 
cannot too strongly stressed. may 
even picture sort thermometer register- 
ing self-esteem with the normal, say 100. 
The well-adjusted child will show ther- 
mometer reading somewhat above 100, 
whereas the “hen-pecked” child with feel- 
ings inferiority will register well below 
the mark. have found many delinquents 
whom considered almost zero and 
their behavior improved lifted their 
self-esteem. For example, giving hair 
wave delinquent girl. 

The need for understanding. Here the 
important thing bear mind that the 
child has feelings his own. too often 
consider the facts the case rather than 
how feels about these facts. Some people 
hold that cannot understand children. 
Certainly shall never unless 
consider their feelings. difficult 
times understand the feelings, 
interpret the feelings child but this 
chiefly due the common error looking 
terms our own feelings rather than 
terms the child. child’s sense 
justice, mercy, loyalty, devotion, heroism, 
etc., are extremely idealistic. must care- 
fully initiate him into the crude realities 
the world and help him adjust himself 
the injustices, deceit, and double dealing 
the world. must meet the world but 
can help him greatly. should not wait 
for the onset adolescence for 
although more adjustment needed 
make the adolescent more realistic. 

all this have not mentioned 
mental hygiene problems but these funda- 
mental needs the child and their atti- 
tudes toward the world form the very 
essence prophylaxis; that say, there 
would problem knew enough 
the child’s mind and were able adjust 
him his environment.

and the street speak rather casually 
about the possibility air raid, but the 
child takes the majority statements very 
literally and his vivid imagination begins 
picture mass destruction all sides. 
Almost anything possible his realm 
fancy. Weird tales “secret weapons” and 
the horrors inflicted the enemy cap- 
tives, even women and children, create 
his mind devastating futility, hope- 
less lack defense against such over- 
whelming forces. But this very vivid 
imagination the child can used 
great advantage adjusting the en- 
vironment war. can show him that 
have many “secret weapons” our 
side, have brave men and fine equip- 
ment all for his protection. has heard 
the success the FBI the men 
“getting their man” and understands 
that takes time track down despera- 
does can shown that will require 
time, patience, and effort overcoming 
international bandits. 

has been objected that too many toys 
are modeled along lines war such 
tanks, machine guns, antiaircraft guns, etc. 
But inclined think these toys form 
good outlet for his imaginary defense 
the country whole.

Insecurity Home Life 


One the chief causes insecurity 
the broken home. home may broken 
the strict actual sense definite di- 
yorce separation the parents may 
relatively broken for although there 
integrity the parents are scarce- 
speaking terms. The reasons for 
insecurity such cases are obvious. 
time war this factor tremen- 
dously increased fathers the army 
employed away from home, mothers occu- 
pied with volunteer work holding 
jobs, homes crowded with visitors, 
war workers, roomers, and many other 
abnormal situations endangering the unity 
home life. 
many problems arise from insecurity 
homes during normal times can 
realize how these abnormal shift- 
ings affect the child. Army officers’ children 
the children executives large 
corporations who are frequently moved 
from place place, find problems arising 
the mental life the child from the 
constant rooting home ties. knew 
college executive who had been moved 
rapidly from city city and who 
plained that his very bright little girl was 
developing bad case jitters.” 


Uncertainty and restlessness are closely 
related insecurity and since childhood 
and youth noted for its restlessness 
may expect marked increase this rest- 
with the uncertainty the present 
time. The spirit adventure, ever present, 
fostered the advent large camp 
the neighborhood, the departure many 
young men from small town, and 
early marriages. All these 

events are reflected the child and stim- 

ulate his zest for adventure. Thomas 
his Adolescent Girl adds fourth need 
the three already mentioned funda- 
mental needs. calls this the need for 
experience.

Run- 
aways are more frequent and general 
increase delinquency has been reported. 

Delinquencies antisocial nature 
such stealing, destruction property, 
gang activities follow along with the 
general unrest and civilian displacement. 
Officers the law are too busy with more 
acute problems arising from this unrest and 
overcrowding pay sufficient attention 
juvenile “outlaws” who the absence 
the normal restraints the home, become 
bolder and more disrespectful authority.

The teacher 
not measure her success the pro- 
fession much the rareness with 
which she meets these problems the 
which she deals with them and 
above all the effect her treatment will 
have the character and personality 
the pupil who the subject the diffi- 
culty. 

The more careful the analysis any 
problem, the more nearly correct should 
its solution. Consequently our first ob- 
jective will get thorough, scientific 
analysis the problem hand. After 
studying this detailed layout the various 
factors involved and their respective inter- 
relations, our next aim will develop 
objective attitude toward this problem. 
This absolutely must 
stand apart, third party, and, 
carefully proceed our analysis, alert 
for any avenue providing clue. must 
search for the difficulty that responsible 
for that phase the problem, often the 
least serious, that has come our knowl- 
edge, definitely aware the fact that the 
more serious root the difficulty not 
apparent all, but lies deeply hidden 
some little heart and mind. 

Then, having objectively surveyed the 
case whole, and quite definitely 
the most probable causes the difficulty, 
shall proceed apply those principles 
psychology pertinent our findings, 
order bring about solution that will 
insure the greatest benefit our charges. 


Some the Problems 


The disciplinary problem under discus- 
sion this paper the wrong attitude 
toward authority manifested the pupils, 
first, lack respect for the teacher. 
This manifestation may take various 
forms, such failure comply with 
formal commands disregard for school 
rules which have been formulated the 
teacher, order that all schoolwork may 
proceed quietly and efficiently pos- 
sible. Further this may show itself dis- 
respectful posture when the presence 
the teacher, especially while being 
courteous and disrespectful manner ad- 
dressing her answering her questions. 
This lack respect may also noted

The second way which this faulty at- 
titude manifests itself spirit 
antagonism. This spirit, once enters 
classroom, creates atmosphere 
strained teacher-pupil relations and not 
infrequently leads open rebellion. 
puts every pupil, animated it, his 
mettle, anticipating unfair attack from 
the teacher, and daily fires him with re- 
newed determination fight back and 
hold his own. Needless say, such 
atmosphere classroom spells defeat 
its own purpose for education. 

Finally this wrong attitude shown 
the part the pupils. This again the 
fruitful source many disciplinary prob- 
lems and itself the certain blight 
any hope solve such problems. 
teacher can hope solve any disciplinary 
problems for her pupils until she estab- 
lishes regains that confidence. Pupils 
who, for any reason whatever, have lost 
confidence the teacher, will have 
regard for her authority, wishes, plans. 
They will have faith interest her 
efforts help build character, her 
ability the guiding light their 
quest for knowledge, however weak 
strong their urge along this line may be. 
Thus the lack confidence results not 
only the breaking down school morale, 
but general lack interest daily 
school tasks and any other activities the 
teacher may inaugurate. 


Some the Causes 


But every effect has cause, and many 
disciplinary problems become serious and 
seem evade all efforts solution be- 
cause lack attention their causes. 
Consequently having thus analyzed the 
problem, our next endeavor must 
develop objective attitude toward all 
factors involved and direct our attention 
causes. 

First among the causes any and all 
disciplinary problems one may safely list 
lack emotional control. “It almost 
self-evident that one who cannot control 
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himself, cannot control teacher 


who lacks sufficient emotional stability 
position cope with situation 
demanding the establishing discipline. 
Her highly emotional state calls forth 
like reaction from her pupils. Her lack 
calmness viewing the situation and 
reasoning out the problem results the 
application wrong measures the 
faulty application correct measures, 
Her lack poise, her passionate outburst, 
destroy all confidence and respect the 
hearts and minds her pupils. The 
teacher, and she most all, through woe. 
ful ignorance lack effort acquiring 
self-control, may cause many quite normal 
reactions pupils develop into serious 
disciplinary problems. 

Second among causes ranks the negative 


approach, “always bad,” used 
teacher. Since the teacher may, however, 


unconscious her allegiance this 


false code, shall briefly note few 
its leading tenets. 

many teachers seems much 
simpler merely say “Don’t that, 
than select from prepared 
mental list some useful task that will 
assist Billy burning some that sur- 
plus energy. negative command not only 
seems simpler but for the moment may 
appear time and energy saver for the 
teacher. However, let her not deluded; 
that slight error, such may called, 
especially frequently repeated, will ere 
long demand its heavy toll more than 
time and energy real disciplinary 


problem. Should the teacher surprised 
her constant efforts suppression 


finally accomplish lack interest, lack 
effort, lack achievement? Many 
sorely tried and tense teachers are daily,

Solving the Problems 
Our diagnosis the case having re- 
vealed the above-mentioned causes, shall 
now proceed apply those psychological 
principles that will aid the solution. 
solve our problem, must pre- 
pared two things: face the situation 


honestly and courageously, and apply the 


proper remedies where needed. 

the lack emotional control has 
been the chief cause many our dis- 
ciplinary problems, then the acquisition 
poise will first step toward solution. 
poise here not mean that worldly 
affectation intended camouflage. For 
us, religious teachers especially, this poise 
rests first and always that conscious 


indwelling the Holy Spirit our hearts. 


Living that life intimate union with our 
heavenly Spouse, viewing ourselves 
mere tools His hands which, pliable, 
may use accomplish His divine will, 
largely solves the difficulty this problem. 
Conscious our dignity God’s instru- 
ments, must try cultivate the poise 
this exalted position demands, and con- 
scious this indwelling, what cause 
there for worry and anxiety? only

Thus, realizing that can have 
little success combating normal tend- 
encies, let endeavor enter upon 
constructive program assisting our pupils 
using every ounce their energy 
accomplish something worth while.

inner drive toward definite goal, 
prompted desire accomplish some- 
thing worth while for the individual him- 
self, and nourished certain amount 
pleasure and satisfaction derived from 
the achievement. the type motivation 
use prove satisfactory, the work 
require from our pupils must become 
interesting itself. Proper motivation may 
follow these lines: the teaching 
subject matter, begin with something that 
interesting, satisfying, and related 
the child’s past experiences and present 
interests. Endeavor show him how the 
work hand will fill some definite present 
future need. Recognize and approve 
good work. This will inevitably stimulate 
greater and more sustained effort future 
tasks, for all boys and girls, and adults 
well, have intense desire -for social ap- 
proval. Furthermore, they really want 
succeed anything they undertake, let 
the teacher set this her goal: every 
child must succeed something and must 
made conscious his success. Since 
children, hindered their immature 
evaluate their own accomplishments, they 
necessarily rely the teacher supply 
that impetus which comes from assur- 
ance “well done,” and oh, how little 
the teacher sometimes realizes reflects 
the power that hinges her expressed 
approval disapproval. How much dis- 
ciplinary trouble she could prevent

Though may never apparent, 
there every boy and girl earnest 
desire worthy the friendship 
their fellow pupils and their teacher 
well, and must make possible the ful- 
fillment that desire, expect 
succeed our almost divine task mold- 
ing character. 


Train the Will 


Our final goal all motivation must 
the training the will, self-discipline, 
earnest desire the part each pupil 
right because right. Mere ex- 
ternal force will accomplish little last- 
ing result. True discipline must initiated 
from within, must spring from the will 
right, that will carry over and 
influence conduct later All our 
efforts help our pupils must therefore 
gious principles must the “thread 
all-sustaining beauty” running through 
every motive inculcate, giving value 
and constancy. 

The third step the solution our 
problem concerns the teacher’s attitude 
toward her pupils. May not say the 
teacher’s power controlling the reactions 
her pupils largely determined her 
attitude toward them and her manner 
dealing with them? After all, our boys and 
girls are the judges before whose 
scrutiny the teacher must pass, and whether 
she expresses the fact definite terms 
not, they are quick detect how much 
confidence she places their ability 
succeed. There old educational adage 
“nothing succeeds like success.” Unless the 
teacher evinces clearly her conviction that 
each pupil has the capacity for some de- 
gree success along certain lines, she 
overlooking the important first rung the 
ladder successful teaching. objective 
charts and similar devices the teacher 
should endeavor every way possible 
point out each individual pupil his 
errors, his weakness, but above all his 
constant progress and ability succeed. 
This, with few words well-merited 
praise and encouragement will prove 
great help some her less gifted charges 
becoming wholesome members society. 


Provide for Self-Expression 
keep all pupils interested, satisfied, 
and working their ability, provision 
must made for opportunities for self- 
expression.

Methods teaching the arts should not 
vary widely. Training the hand respond 
mental pictures should natural 
the plans for teaching reading writing, 
arithmetic music. The same quality 
scientific approach for rousing the will 
learn should make for reasonable rate 
progress all the arts. 

Curriculum makers should very carefully 
evaluate aims and results study plans 
and hold correct balance topical 
instruction. For example, too much time 
allotted arithmetic. Very little the 
extensive mathematical training ever 
use the adult. Modern business uses 
purely mechanical processes computa- 
tion. survey should demonstrate just how 
much number work basic, how much 
value practical life. Then all outmoded, 
outdated processes should eliminated 
from the overcrowded arithmetic courses. 
Then place difficult processes further along 
the grades. Thus there will ample 
time available for subjects present 
neglected.

Stories Pictures 
Methods teaching vary with the age 
and needs pupils and circumstances 


environment. the early primary 


much the same character work found 
any school. The first step includes the 
earliest form art expression known, that 
telling story pictures. differs only 
form .from the same account told 
words. Some effort made control the 
production similar that made improve 
the language the spoken story. The 
purpose the teacher’s control help 
the child make the picture story con- 
form certain space and color range, 
with, later, attempt emphasize the 
center interest. There feeling that 
the less the beginner hampered with art 
rules and restrictions, the more his self- 
expression encouraged and the more his 
personality developed. 

Such records are found the caves 
prehistoric man. The Egyptians evolved 
sign language from these storytelling at- 
tempts; namely, the hieroglyphics, which 
were the forerunner more abstract 
methods recording passing history. With 
these early trials recording facts, there 
was growing effort toward embellishment 
and adornment the tales. These simple 
attempts recording impressions 
beauty included placing decorative mo- 
tifs objects service, vases, cups, and 
other utensils domestic use. Burial 
the dead required some record sentiment 
and these emotions were given art forms.

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but demanded more skill, since line ab. 
straction. Some young children use line 
readily along with flat tone.

Instruction Gradually Increased 


The storytelling phase tends left 
behind after the primary grades and repre- 
sentation and decoration come the fore. 
There movement toward reducing the 
time spent representation still life 
and figures and increasing design and 
decoration. representation, finished pic- 
tures were looked for which had enough 
beauty and truth warrant satisfaction 
the young artist, with sufficient conform- 
ity art rules demonstrate the efficiency 
instruction. arrive these ends, 
was not enough tell pupils draw what 
they saw, since seeing correctly also 
matter definite instruction. There was 
also need teach the principles perspec- 
tive that the third dimension could 
appear the two-dimension paper. This 
involves careful teaching and much ex- 
perience the part the learner and 
also much time, the results are 
commensurate with the cost materials 
and the time consumed. 

Reasons given for the large allotment

Educators are confronted with the fear 
that too definite teaching technique will 
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deprive the child initiative and original- 
ity and that the self-expressing part the 
training will submerged lost.

Children have trained co-ordina- 
tion. Their young powers are not available 
their needs until trained. They must 
helped tell story whose substance 
they know well. They have taught 
the story form definitely, order make 
usable vehicle. 

However carefully they may look 
object, they have led how look 
and what look for before they see ade- 
quately; they must next taught how 
co-ordinate the hand with the eye repre- 
senting objects. Both linear and aerial per- 
spectives enter into every sight encountered 
during their waking hours. They may not 
conscious set rules governing these 
matters, but they have conform 
these rules order express adequately 
what they have mind. 

Whether they are age learn 
these principles first and then apply them, 
whether stage where they may get 
them best direction imitation 
much practice the trial-and-error kind 
combination all these methods, 
the art representation art that can 
taught and learned. 

Children should progress accomplish- 
ment art steadily from kindergarten 
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the end their school days. They not 
always so. their powers represen- 
tation are low, perhaps the emphasis 
should placed appreciation. For each 
and all, certain minimum required 
work should exacted and progress 
improvement commensurate with the time 
spent should insisted upon. Measure- 
ments drawing and most forms art 
work can made more easily than 
many other subjects. The teacher should 
feel responsibility for the growth the 
pupil every subject studied.

However much may deplore the wide- 
spread use billboards advertising, 
commerce has made skillful application 
the poster, and success this line brings 
substantial financial rewards. The schools 
make constant use the poster idea 
put over good causes and special-day activ- 
ities.

Training 
appreciation good pictures, statuary, 
furniture, architecture, clothing, stuffs, and 
articles use well the purely decora- 
tive, should bring about high standards 
art feeling. Thus would produced 
time, national taste leading national 
art expression. would, however, fully 
serve the purpose took care taste 
enjoyment, consumption, culture. 
Satisfactions life that cannot pur- 
chased with price are thus the command 
all the people. The various avenues 
art museums, slides from 
educational centers, films, theaters, libra- 
ries and books, window displays the 
great merchant houses—all contribute 
their share giving all the children all 
the people knowledge what good 
and what not good taste. The children 
need leadership utilizing these possibili- 
ties for education taste. 

The newer types schoolrooms are 
great contribution the cause beauty. 
They furnish provocative setting for pic- 
tures, statuary, rugs, draperies, curtains, 
vases, flowers, and the like. Dark walls, 
dingy rooms, ugly buildings, tend dis- 
courage the quest for beauty. But teachers 
not permit these accidents stop the 
eternal quest. Beauty insists her place 
beside truth. The meanest brought 
nearer the heart’s desire one lovely 
vase, one good picture hung low the 
front wall, bright scarf table, 
bouquet fresh flowers, always kept fresh 
full view. Children always respond 
such call and express neatness and 
order their tribute truth and beauty. 

The Japanese hang but one painting 
time. Why not put that practice 
homes and schools, exchanging offerings 
every month? All articles circulated 
should reach handling pupils. 
Visits museums are good but city trans- 
portation not yet general for such expedi- 
tions. Better are the traveling exhibits, 
hung low the corridors for easy 
inspection.

this time crisis above all, none must forget his obligation 
the good God. There not one that can afford forego 
worship and prayer. With God’s help victery shall ours, but 
that victory will hastened the measure which recognize 
our need God’s help, religion, and prayer. this Country 
worth fighting for, worth working for and the same 
token worth praying for. 

urge all deepen their realization our need nation 
for the protection, the light, and the help almighty God. 
Particularly, urge our own Catholic people practical 
living their conscientious obligations. ask them familiar- 
ize themselves with the hours Masses and other services their 
parish churches. urge them faithful their duty Sunday 
Mass and frequently approach the sacraments. Let them give 


more time meditation and fervent prayer before our Lord 


the Blessed Sacrament. There can ponder our faults 
individuals, yes, and even nation. can examine closely 
into our lives and see wherein have failed our moral obliga- 
tions. our knees church can pray with contrite and 
humble heart and beg God give the strength abide 
His law and His will.

(If needed point out the nobler purpose 
for which our schools were founded, could 
better than point the foreword 
today’s program.* But might suggest how 
much easier would have been realize our 
purpose had conceived the notion the 
part the library might have played achiev- 
ing it.) Perhaps, Catholic writers chil- 
dren’s books, and writers not fear 
have our children know, would not have been 
few years ago, had our system 
created market for their wares. There 
reason why should have had wait 
until today for Father Francis Downey 
and his Pro Parvulis Book Club, for Padraic 
Colum, Maud Monahan, Father Gerald 
Brennan, Father Leonard Feeney, Maud 
and Miska Petersham, William Heyliger, 
Blanche Jennings Thompson, Gallery 
Living Catholic Authors with its Junior Sec- 
tion. However, followed the public school 
system ignoring this potent influence. Text- 
assignments, followed recitations, 
were the order the day. such situation 
there little need material outside the 
one book. Libraries kind, these old type 
schools might have collec- 
tions, poorly organized most often unclassi- 
fied and uncatalogued, and with attempt 
selection. Children had access them rare 
intervals draw books, but the books were 
far removed from the learning processes. 
find ourselves this situation today, then 
are right assuming that the library has 
vital function the elementary educa- 
tional system. 


Modern Education Requires Library

Today’s curriculum chock-full social and 
dynamic procedures. glance the new 
courses religion, English, general 
science, and the social sciences establishes 
sufficient proof. longer the emphasis 
upon the “lesson,” few isolated, unrelated 
facts. Instead these are “units work,” 
“areas learning.” Co-ordination and inte- 
gration are producing “fade-out” subject 
lines. For such courses demands are made for 
wide reading, for much reference material. 
There must textbooks, general library 
books, magazines, pamphlets, maps, charts, 
pictures, visual material. And there must 
training the use these sources and the 
tools them. This means library service 
service much needed the elementary 
the high school college. certain, 
needs are more limited, the use more simple,

Dr. Paul Witty Northwestern University 
most vitally interested investigator 
the reading problems, children. says 
that the past years have been marked 
frank and open recognition the frequency 
poor reading skills and unfortunate 
reading habits among high school students. 
the conclusion number experiments, 
Dr. Witty agreed that the high school has 
found way educate boys and girls who 
cannot read. This led him formulate the 
principle that the high school must assume 
the responsibility teaching reading.* 
the February 24, 1934, issue The Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly, Lincoln Shuster had 
article entitled: College Graduates 
Read?” says that college graduates who

And 
our duty teachers and librarians does not 
end here. Children must have guidance. 
less there built desirable interests and 
appreciations which make for better living, 
the skills developed through reading may 
detriment rather than benefit society. 
Before attempting build school 
library reference books and books for 
leisure reading, and certainly before attempt- 
ing program reading guidance the 
library, may well review the major 
purposes these types reading. The pur- 
poses the work type reference reading 
may summarized under eight points:

The major purpose the leisure recrea- 
tory type reading are five: 

intelligently. 
satisfy and stimulate emotions. 
find material for reflection. 


What Kind Leisure Reading? 


Leisure reading should extensive, 
pleasant, easy necessary facilitate 
progress the skills reading. Above all the 
child should get the right notion leisure 
reading. Don’t let present life the child 
was and never can be, “nothing but success 
and happiness.” Disillusionment tragic 
price pay. No, can “good solid mental 
exercise which the normal student will enjoy 
does good hard swim, any exercise 
taken top speed, and which any healthy boy

Library Training Necessary 


There are books the world for every 
type mind, young and old, and the problem 
reading nearly solved when the books 
and the mind are brought together. This 
matter teamwork for the teacher who 
library minded and the librarian who knows 
the teaching problems. The teaching such 
person will reflect her whole attitude 
the library. She will plan for constant use 
the library’s resources and tools creating 
learning situations which demand their use. 
She will see that the library more 
than room full books. She will see that 
justifies its only reason for existence, 
namely, service. 

With the Catholic elementary library the 
question not one securing collection 
books, but much more difficult task mak- 
ing the proper selection books. Money 
scarce and every penny should made 
pay dividends. The responsibility exposing 
the child mind worlds new thought 
too great undertaken untrained 
and inexperienced body people.

The work “Book Selection,” believe, 
one which one person can do. job 
for the entire personnel, requiring active co- 
operation supervisors, principals, teachers, 
public and school librarians, 
Librarians are generally considered the book 
authorities for the library because their 
training, which does not beyond course 
two book selection. The book field 
large and growing. requires constant read- 
ing, some close reading; and with limited 
funds, there much call for controlled en- 
thusiasm and discrimination.

The books referred 
the early part this paper give ample 
guidance them this important work 
book selection. 


Discarding Books 


Before attempting add initial col- 
lection books, which perhaps has been 
poorly organized, recommended that 
acquaint the librarian and the teachers with 
the stock hand, prevent duplications, and 
make room for new books. The following list 
may helpful sorting out useless ma- 
terials. Remove all books which are: 

Worn beyond rebinding. Discard them. 

Books worn, but having good print and 
content. Keep for rebinding. 

Books with yellow paper, fine print, un- 
attractive format. Discard them. 

Texts not useful for reference purposes. 
Discard them. 

Multiple copies books text editions. 
(Up registration 300 school should 
not have more than copies book 
recorded its accessions. Such duplicate col- 
lections may kept storeroom. They 
are not library materials.) 

Mediocre books. Discard them. 

Sets individual books wholly out 
date and beyond the comprehension the 
pupils. Discard them give institution 
individual who has real need them. 

Harmful books, especially fiction. Dis- 
card and burn them. 

have used the direction “Discard them” 
six times. Perhaps, one the best services 
librarian does rid the library the bulk 
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useless material found many so-called 
libraries. report the state education de- 
partment, carrying large number discards 
means that that library has nothing but live 
books; that useless books have been dis- 
carded, and that books are being worn out 
and replaced. Without such item the 
report, the department has good reason 
suspect the effective functioning that 
library. not afraid clear the shelves 
trash. You may find has some value 
the eyes the junkman, and will cease 
ugly feature otherwise bright and 
inviting collection books.

Using the Library 


Concerning the problem providing 
definite time for classes use the library, 
that administrative problem for the 
principal.

However, where 
the school staffed teachers who are fol- 
lowing the new type teaching, there 
urgent need library time, and the 
principal such schools will find time for 
just she does for arithmetic, spelling, 
music she person with high degree 
appreciation the role the library 
the school. Some argue against the regular 
scheduling classes the library. They 
claim violation the principle chil- 
dren’s interests: They believe children should 
the library when they are interested 
reading and when they need help. This reason- 
ing not sound pedagogically nor psychologi- 
cally. could applied scheduling any 
subject. good training learn budget 
time and use efficiently. good training 
learn follow directions. Children are 
always interested good books suited their 
interests and reading range. They not lose 
interest because they must exercise within 
reasonable limits. They not enjoy good 
swim, hike, movie the less, because 
they must have appointed time and 
because other times they must restrain 
themselves. the other hand, whips their 
zeal the more for having had curb put upon 
it. The advantages way library service 
and integration the library with the 
school program are many that they heavily 
outweigh the disadvantages trying care 
for entire class one time plus casual 
visitors who come for special needs.

Homemade Carbon Dioxide 


Sister Genoveva, C.S.C. 


Homemade things possess the advantage, 
least, having more less the per- 
sonal element them, offering these 
recipes for homemade carbon dioxide. Per- 
haps many high school teachers chemistry 
have already tried them, but there may 
some who will welcome them myself 
always welcome any suggestion that will add 
the interest class. Ordinarily the 
preparation carbon dioxide has seemed 
one the least interesting experiments 
because the gas cannot seen, tasted,. nor 
smelled, and after one has demonstrated that 
turns limewater milky 
fires there little else with it. did 
find the experiment with homemade fire 
extinguisher rather exciting one occasion, 
however, when went outdoors, built 
small fire, and permitted high-strung mem- 
ber the class manipulate the apparatus. 
had warned her not become frightened 
if, inverting the fire extinguisher, she felt 
considerable pressure the stopper when the 
water filled with the gas rushed out. She lost 
her head, pointed the rubber delivery tube 
every direction, and ended having 
several members the class more less put 
out instead the fire. 

The usual laboratory manual calls for mar- 
ble chips and hydrochloric acid for the 
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the supply cupboard, take out the carton 
marble chips and the hydrochloric acid sup- 
plied the apparatus company, and proceed 
according the directions the manual. 
This should be, course. But after 
this has been done, why not give the student 
exercise little ingenuity. Let him try 
find substitute for the marble supplied 
the scientific company. the present day 
the ability find substitutes peculiarly 
valuable. 

The student has learned that marble 
form calcium carbonate, and knows the 
names several other forms such lime- 
stone, chalk, sea shells. Ask the class any- 
one could suggest way making carbon 
dioxide there happened marble 
chips hand. Suggest that during the next 
laboratory period would interesting 
try obtain carbon dioxide from other forms 
calcium carbonate. Nearly everyone has 
oyster shells sea shells home. Ask the 
class bring some, but just case one 
does, well have some hand. Chalk 
may taken right from the blackboard. 
save the small pieces for this purpose. 
almost every region there limestone. Ask 
the class bring specimens several 
kinds stones found their back yards, 
the way school, taking particular care 
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find some bluish gray ones. Show them 
that discover whether not these are 
limestone, only necessary add little 
dilute hydrochloric acid. there effer- 
vescence the specimen limestone. Now let 
the class try making carbon dioxide with these 
different forms calcium carbonate, per- 
forming the same tests the manual gives 
for the original experiment. Run the gas into 
limewater, test with lighted splint. The 
results, course, are the same. While typing 
this, recalled that coral also form 
calcium carbonate and seeing piece the 
laboratory case stopped moment try 
with hydrochloric acid. Next time class 
performs this experiment will use this 
method also. This morning brought 
few pieces cement from broken step and 
tried the experiment with that. Since cement 
contains limestone worked very beautifully. 
here are five substitutes for the marble 
chips generally called for the manual. How 
much more readily the students will remem- 
ber the different forms calcium carbonate 
after using them produce the same gas, and 
how much will help them realize that 
for practically every necessity there can 
found substitute. They feel, too, that they 
have done little real experimenting since 
they have tried something not already cut and 
dried for them the book. may impress 
them also make this comparison. Moses 
the command God struck rock with 
his rod and water issued from it. touch 
stone, with one the compounds God has 
given us, hydrochloric acid, and gas comes 
forth which has the power extinguish fire, 
turn limewater milky, make plants grow, 
furnish the tang pop sodawater, and 
all the beverages popular with young peo- 
ple. What marvel is! 

Further experiments with carbon dioxide 
may performed obtaining from dry 
ice. This appeals the students since the 
uses dry ice are known them, but its 
composition frequently not. 

The fact that carbon dioxide does not sup- 
port life may shown collecting bottle 
it, and dropping it. have 
tried with Japanese beetles and common 
houseflies which should killed anyway, for 
hold with William Cowper that wish 
one call friend who needlessly would 
put his foot upon worm. connection with 
this experiment the students might told 
the Dog Grotto Italy, but this per- 
formance should condemned cruel. 
would not permitted our country. 
certain grotto Italy carbon dioxide gas 
issues from crevices the earth and being 
heavy gas settles the ground. The man 
who exhibits what looked upon 
phenomenon, waits until group tourists 
visit the grotto. Then calls his dog, ties 
his feet, and lays him the ground his 
own feet. few seconds the dog exhibits 
signs great distress. His eyes bulge, 
gasps for breath, and apparently dying. The 
tourists marvel this they cannot divine 
the cause since the man standing beside the 
dog shows signs discomfort. When the 
dog carried out the grotto and released, 
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runs off nothing had happened him. 
The explanation is, course, that the dog 
lying the ground was completely enveloped 
carbon dioxide which because its heavi- 
ness settled the ground. The man standing 
upright was not affected it. The fact that 
carbon dioxide, which because its heavi- 
harmful when shuts out oxygen, should 
made clear. 

There are several reasons why the above 
simple experiments are valuable the stu- 
dent. the first place, feels the satisfac- 
tion discovering something for himself. 
doubt, everyone can recall the joy such 
experience. remember such incident 
young days. While playing drugstore 
mixed yellow and blue colored water 
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bottle and was astonished find they 
green. It’s simple illustration, but 
remember the joy the discovery. the 
second place, any student who has picked 
stones his own back yard and found 
certain ones yield interesting gas whose 
various uses are familiar him, from that 
day will look all stones with greater jp. 
terest. And what more important than 
these benefits, the lesson has come 
home him that his own mind capable 
figuring out substitutes, will not dis. 
tressed later life the deprivation 
something considers necessity, but 
use his intelligence and his ingenuity re. 
place something equally good. Just now, 
interest substitutes especially keen. 


The Daily Test

Those interested the advancement 
their pupils along the road knowledge would 
well adopt the Ignatian method 
“examen” checkup their classwork. The 
checkup may used much the same way 
the “particular examen” used promoting 
spiritual progress and with equally satisfactory 
results. Its use will beneficial both 
teacher and pupil. The checkup may take the 
form brief daily test given the begin- 
ning the period. The test and the correction 
need not take more than ten minutes. 
The results the test will enable the teacher 
see whether the lesson has been thoroughly 
understood. Each pupil will have the satis- 
faction knowing where stands. will 
know whether not making the re- 
quired grade, and this knowledge can 
powerful stimulus. The good student will 
spurred on, and the poor one will less 
satisfied with himself. Report shocks will 
prevented.

The test necessarily will consist the 
high lights the lesson. the student 
masters these, the lesson has been learned. 
Both the teacher teaching and the pupil 
learning will hammering away the funda- 
mentals, and that makes for effective teaching 
and purposeful learning. 

The daily test far 
than the monthly quarterly test. all 
know that the period just previous the 
monthly test marked intense interest 
and zeal. Were that zeal spread over the 
entire year, teaching would much more 
satisfactory. The daily test does much toward 
that goal. Students are just eager pass 
the daily test they are pass the monthly 
one. The same stimulus there. Moreover, 
according the psychologist, easier 
fresh the mind. the daily test the matter 
reviewed within hours. Alas! the matter 
anything but fresh the mind the stu- 
dent after month more has elapsed. The 
greatest benefit the daily test, undoubtedly, 
lies the fact that the teacher knows exactly 
the standing each student.

Teaching Lyric Poetry 


Rankin 


EDITOR’S NOTE. Catholic schools 
has always seemed the editor that 
the teaching literature should par- 
ticularly strong. The content and method 
vital force the achievement the 
fundamental purpose the Catholic 
school. This suggestive paper written 
quite simply. 


Poetry beautiful thought, play the 
imagination, and felt emotion the poet, 
skillfully expressed rhythmical manner. 
Poetry more than matter intellect: 
reaches the heart. 

There are two distinct classes poems; 
namely, the objective and the subjective. 
Poems which the personality the author 
almost entirely invisible order that the 
tangible facts which portrays may 
uppermost are objective. Almost all narra- 
tive and dramatic poetry objective. Sub- 
jective poems, the other hand, express 
personal feelings. These poems are the ones 
called lyric poems. While some few poems 
are the border line between the two 
classes, most verse can assigned definitely 
one the other these two classifica- 
tions. 

lyric poetry, the expression the 
heartfelt feeling, the mood, the imagining 
short the personality the writer 
all important. That why lyric poetry has 
charm that not apparent objective 
poetry. The appeal lyric poetry is, there- 
fore, chiefly the heart. 

Someone has said that the business 
the poet “transmute the materials 
human life into beauty.” Sidney Lanier made 
almost the same statement when said, “For 
the artist verse there law; the per- 
ception and love beauty constitute the 
whole outfit.” This transmutation process 
greatest significance -the creation 
lyric poetry. The “materials human life” 
are everywhere, although not everywhere the 
same. The poet shares with his fellow men 
the joys life. 


The Teacher Mediator 


this the true conception the place 
the poet, what the office the teacher 
lyric poetry? Dr. Erskine has made the 
statement that the function the teacher 
mediate between great poets and their 
audiences. teach poetry help pass 
others the accumulated wisdom the 
race. Not mere intellectual wisdom, but the 
wisdom that .comes from full appreciation 
all that best life. Bécause its sub- 
jective character lyric poetry calls for the 
exercise the teacher’s function mediator 
the fullest meaning the word. 


Since the teacher’s sole aim is, then, 
secure love for what beautiful, there can 
place his methodology for close 
analytical study. Only the simplest facts 
versification are taught and these only 
incidental the proper appreciation 
certain poems. Far better for the student 
know intimately the gems the centuries 
our verse than talk glibly accents, 
feet, and meters. Miss Dogherty puts it, 
the rapture the enjoyment poetry not 
spoiled quizzing that inquisition. 


Approach Lyric Poetry 

Besides intellectual appreciation, which 
aided some knowledge 
there must the teaching verse the 
development physical, technical, humorous, 
social, aesthetic, and ethical enjoyments. 
instill the student love lyric poetry 
such its true appreciation gives the aim 
the teacher who really has vision his 
task. The objective side poetry requires 
pedagogical treatment only means the 
end understanding its subjective phases. 

However, the teacher must certain that 
the class has the necessary skill the han- 
dling the objective side the poems 
studied before attempting treat the sub- 
jective side lyric poetry. The approach 
lyric poetry should way narrative 
poems. Even late the ninth grade there 
should used for study some good collection 
narrative poems. The acquirement 
technique for the objective study these 
poems which are readily enjoyed for their 
stories, furnishes the best preparation for the 
study lyric poetry. 

Given class possessing skill the use 
this technique, the study lyric poetry will 
require little preparation the pupils. Some- 
times will best for them asked 
come class with knowledge certain 
circumstances poet’s life. For instance, 
might well preface the study 
“Thanatopsis” with assignment the boy- 
hood Bryant. general, the best prepara- 
tion for lyric poem can given class 
the teacher immediately before the poem 
taken up. 

best that first impressions obtained 
the students from excellent reading 
each poem the teacher. The teacher should 


able reveal with floodlight, the 


latent beauties the composition. His read- 
ing will much elate his students and 
send them from the classroom already pos- 
sessed new ideals and finer appreciations 
life. far possible reasonable the 
teacher should anticipate the study each 
lyric poem explanations necessary its 
understanding several days even several 
weeks advance, wherever relevancy the 
subject under discussion that time permits. 

After this reading the poems, attention 
should given certain portions. The more 
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difficult lines should discussed and para- 
phrased the class. Lines that are unusually 
fine for their imagery, for the sound effect 
produced, for their musical quality, for 
their sheer beauty should noted. Perception 


the effectiveness excellent passages tends 


develop, Professor Thomas points out, 
“standards taste and judgment.” pupils 
acquire more experience and taste strength- 
ens more and more, comparisons between 
poems may made the advantage 
quicker appreciation the new and fuller 
understanding the old. 

Now attention may given the sensory 
appeals. Full appreciation these appeals 
means the “turning in” the poem that 
becomes the true possession the student. 
While some these have, course, been 
discussed the clearing difficulties, many 
others will really “turned in” only when 
they are indicated being capable being 
felt. Careful attention all the senses may 
open the poetical eyes students whom 
one particular sense strongest. 

Similarly abstract passages should illu- 
minated the use concrete illustrations. 
The central thought may made the matter 
brief discussion, but its consideration 
subordinated concern for the feelings 
produced the lines. The theme should 
considered the light its worth the 
object the author’s emotion. 


Memorizing Passages 


Having spent the class hour the con- 
sideration poem mentioned above, the 
teacher may assign, for homework, memoriza- 
tion passages that students like. For some 
poems, may ask for outline the poem 
the form topical division having line 
stanza references. Always there should 
borne mind the fact that love poetry 
the only worthy its teaching. 

The recital passages committed 
memory and the reading the entire poem 
after its study furnish the quality the 
interpretation the best possible test the 
achievement the student, but the final 
treatment the poem should another in- 
terpretative reading the teacher. Good 
reading the open door teaching for appre- 
ciation. 

Many passages should memorized. Learn- 
ing poetry, course, increases the vocab- 
ulary and gives permanent pleasure. But 
does more, for increases understanding and 
appreciation. Memorization, too, makes pos- 
sible interpretative reading these passages 
the student who has chosen them because 
likes them. For later study memorized 
verses serve poetry norms. course, this 
memory work need not all assigned 
accomplished solely effort. Much poetry 
can learned repetition passages, 
reading them and quoting them. the 
teacher asks for the exact words the author 
response questions, many lines will soon 
sing themselves into the hearts almost all 
the members class. 


The Sonnet First 


the order the treatment the 
various forms the lyric, probably best 
begin with the sonnet. Naturally the elegy 
will come next and after that may come 
order the ode, the song, the dramatic lyric, 
and vers société. 

The sonnet affords excellent beginning 
for the study lyric poetry. Its brevity, its 
singleness theme, its arrangement into 
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sequences, and its easily comprehended form 
commend for initial study. The elegy fur- 
nishes its definite threefold treatment 
the theme, the next step the treatment 
lyric poetry. From the elegy the ode the 
student moves lyrics involving special ele- 
gance style. Breaking the more less 
rigid treatment the theme which charac- 
teristic these three forms, comes the swift- 
moving song. Later the student may appreciate 
the lyric qualities the dramatic lyric. Little 
time need spent vers société save 
point out the most notable examples and 
their relation the more serious forms. 
study forms should leave the impression 
that lyric poetry can exactly classified.

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Aids for the Primary Teacher 


Developing Arithmetic Readiness 
Pearl Malloy 


The words “Reading Readiness” have 
flowed from the tongues educators until 
they have practically been given the status 
slogan. not hear much about 
“Arithmetic Readiness” but every last one 
will recognize its need. Preparation for the 
learning arithmetic should given care- 
ful study. The child should not asked 
learn about numbers until the teacher sure 
that the child ready comprehend just 
what all about. The child should 
given series graded preparatory work 
leading the understanding the number 
idea. 

The foremost thing remember about 
arithmetic that sequential subject 
and therefore each step must thoroughly 
absorbed that the mind may proper 
receptive condition for the following topic. 

order develop the number idea the 
mind the child, series exercises such 
the following should given: 

Number picture matching: Supply each 
child with set number pictures dupli- 
cate triplicate and have him match those 
which are the same. 

Number picture selecting: Hectograph 
number number pictures different 
numbers sheet paper. Have the child 
mark all pictures like given picture. 

Symbol matching: Supply each child 
with set symbol cards duplicate 
triplicate and have him match those which 
are the same. 

Joining pictures symbols: Make two 
columns pictures symbols. Have the 
child draw line from the picture the 
first column the picture the second 
column that exactly the same. The order 
the pictures should not the same the 
second column those the first. 

Number picture matching symbols: 
Color being the deciding feature; red 
symbol three white card matched 
red picture three dots white card; 
blue symbol six white card matched 
blue picture six dots white card. 

Making number pictures, using blocks, 
plasticine, lentils, etc., from models. 

Matching dominoes nine. 

Matching button strips and buttonhole 
strips, some with five and some with four 
buttons holes. 

Making given number apples, eggs, 
boys, trees, kites, etc., plasticine 
drawings. 

10. Learning the meaning arithmetical 
words such as: few, many, long, short, large, 
small, etc. 

11. Making the first week calendar 
from model. 

12. Playing counting games. 

When such series completed, when 
the child shows that has acquired the 
number concept, the teacher should test the 
senses order sure that the child 
ready begin arithmetic. 

The following are suggested tests for num- 
ber ability: 


Sight test for number: Hold three 
fingers and see whether the child can imitate 
doing the same. 

Hearing test for number: Tap the desk 
with pencil three times and have the child 
the same. should not see the teacher 
tap the pencil, should just hear it. 

Feeling test for number: Have the child 
close his eyes and then you touch his face 


with your finger three times. Let the 


the same thing himself. 


Motor element test for number: 


the child walk three steps your. 
self and have him the same thing. 


Combination senses test for number: 
Tell the child bring three blocks other 


items. 

the child cannot pass these tests, 
should given review the 
work until can pass the tests. should 
capable doing arithmetic when has 
attained mental age from six and one 
half seven years.
